Federal Money Available! 
Providing Projects Help 
Unemployed 


Edmonton will be required to 
give security in the form of de- 
bentures or other securities for 
two per cent interest loans re- 
ceived from the federal govern- 
ment for public works under- 
taken in this city, according to 
infermation received by Mayor 
John W. Fry from Ottawa, Mon- 
day. 

Bill 143, being “The Municipal 
Improvement Assistance Act, 1938,” 
states the Dominion government 
will require from the city security 
equal in principal to the amount 
of the loan. The bil) further pro- 
vides that works undertaken must 
be self-liquidating projects—im- 
provements to public utilities 
which will make earnings suffici- 
ent to cover the principal and in- 
terest of the loan over a period of 
years

Suppose every other interest did 
what it is proposed the railways should 
do—dismantle equipment, throw away de- 
velopment plans, fire employees, cut ex- 
penditure to the concept of despair that 
there is no new business in prospect to 
warrant even the present set-up? The 
sponsors of railway curtailment would be 
the first men to get on the stump and pro- 
test that we were committing national 
suicide and refusing to believe in a na- 
tional greatness as assured as tomorrow's 
sunrise. 

Canada isn’t “finished”. It has only 
got started. It is suffering just now from 
growing pains in several parts of the na- 
tional anatomy—the railway organs in- 
cluded. The curtailers are panicky be- 
cause net earnings are down. Of course 
they are down. Drought, depression and 
a vicious, antiquated “sound money” 
policy have put them down. Give the 
country relief from these and the panic 
will end.

A New Empire Court 


Rt. Hon. R. B.- Bennett strikes a note that 
should meet with favorable response through- 
out the Empire when he advocates the forma- 
tion of a “family empire court” to replace the 
present judicial committee of the Privy Council. 

It has long been obvious that the Privy 
Council, for Canada, at least, offered a judicial 
advantage in providing a court of appeals in 
constitutional matters completely detached from 
the exigencies of practical politics. 

At the same time, this very aloofnees, it has 
been felt, has contributed to decisions that may 
have been theoretically sound in law but lacked 
the element of sympathy with Canadian condi- 
tions which could only be acquired by a close 
knowledge of those conditions and which were 
essential to complete equity. 

Moreover, the Privy Council has been 
permitted to adjudicate in domestic litigation 
when its primary function was essentially the 
disentanglement of constitutional snarls. 

Thus the proposal of Mr. Bennett offers a 
happy alternative to a judicial situation that 
has become almost intolerable. 

Under suggestion, Canada’s courts 
would adjudicate finally and conclusively .in 
characteristically Canadian matters—as is right 
and proper. 

The Empire court, composed of a balanced 
bank of judges representing all sections of the 
Empire, would adjudicate in differences arising 
between the various imperial units.

The best time to keep your health is before 
you lose it. Many people are finding that the 
regular health examination best serves the pur- 
pose of protecting health while they still have it. 

The health examination has an additional 
value in that it helps you to stay well by stop- 
ping disease before it is well started. Such an 
examination will defect the first stages of 
disease while the disorder is yet curable and will 
save the unnecessary suffering which must in- 
evitably follow when the first disease symptoms 
are neglected. 


The purpose of the health examination as 
given regularly to those in average good health 
is to help the patient to maintain the highest 
possible physical well-being in order that he 
may get more out of life day by day. During the 
examination, the individual is given a thorough 
checking-over to make sure that all of the vital 
organs are doing their work properly. Any in- 
cipient disease conditions are detected and re- 
medied as soon as possible, often with the desir- 
able result of greatly increasing the efficiency of 
the person examined. 

When you have been given a thorough ex- 
amination and it has been found that every part 
of the body is sound, this brings a special assur- 
ance which banishes worry about disease. It is 
the best possible antidote for fear of heart trou- 
ble, fear of cancer, or fear of tuberculosis. 

Furthermore, the health examination will 
prove the best insurance against a breakdown 
during the most productive years—the years of 
middle age. 

In the course of the examination, the doctor 
makes a careful study of the individual to find 
out which organs are the strongest and which 
are comparatively the weakest. Incipient trou- 
ble will be stopped before it is well started, and 
advice is then given for the express purpose of 
teaching the patient those things he must do in 
order to stay well. He will thus keep the health 
that he has, and in all probability, will add many 
years to his life’ Life insurance statistics show 
that those receiving physical examinations live 
longer than those who do not receive such ex- 
aminations. 

The physical examination has been used for 
considerable time with certain groups, for ex- 
ample, the person applying for insurance was 
given a partial examination. Young men wish- 
ing to join the Army or Navy were also given 
examinations. In the past, the examination as 
given to the adult in apparent good health was 
given chiefly for the purpose of finding out his 
actual physical condition and was not given with 
any idea of helping him to improve his health 
in any particular way. The health examination 
as now advocated, is given for the express rea- 
son of helping the patient to gain health in every 
way possible. Minor troubles are found and cor- 
rected, and advice is provided regarding eating, 
sleeping, exercise, recreation and the develop- 
ment of good mental habits, 

The benefits of a health examination are out- 
standing. The individual must inevitably benefit 
through having his attention called to those 
habits which will bring health more abundantly. 
He is given specific instructions as how to live 
So as to secure continued well-being. After fol- 
lowing these instructions he generally reports 
that he is enjoying a greater measure of health 
than ever before. 

The aim of the health examination is to place 
emphasis on keeping well. Beyond any question 
of a doubt, this is the most important thing in 
life. Your health is your greatest possession— 
take care of it while you still have it. 


Questions and Answers 

QUESTION—Mrs. M. L. wants to know: 
“Could a decayed tooth cause a child to have a 
swollen neck gland on the same side? My son 
has a bad tooth which ached and, pained, then 
the jaw became swollen, then the neck gland 
got very large. He had some fever for a day or 
two, but complained mostly that it hurt him to 
rest his head on the pillow on the affected side.” 

ANSWER: A decayed tooth may produce the 
chain of symptoms you describe. The neck gland 
became swollen because the inflammation pro- 
gressed in the direction of the lymphatics. When 
the swelling is gone, be sure that the tooth re- 
ceives the attention of a dentist. 

QUESTION—F. L. inquires: “Which is better 
for the health—asparagus or fresh string beans?’ 

ANSWER: Both are wholesome vegetables 
and one could not be considered superior to the 
other, It is not a question of which one is better 
but just that each one is good. 

QUESTION—Bill K. asks: “Have consider- 
able itching between the fingers. Can see gray, 
pearly lines on the skin. When I scratch, blisters 
and red spots form. What is the cause?” 

ANSWER: Without examining you I could 
not hope to tell you the cause. The most likely 
cause of all these particular symptoms, how- 
ever, is the presence of scabies.
